Bean Feed 2019 


The annual Bean Feed and tailgate was held May 4. There were hams from 
several states and countries at the event.

There were quite a few people who set up 
tail gates to sell equipment to the people coming, including some from Mexico 
despite the increased difficulty crossing the boarder. The club was able to sell 
quite a lot of the equipment donated for the event. The club received over $1000. 
That sum is an important part of the club’s yearly expenses. Even if visitors did 
not buy anything they were able to get a close look at some amateur equipment 
that they did not often get a chance to look at closely. 

Another part of the event was the opportunity to see in person some of the 
hams which one only heard on the nets, during a contest, or when just rag 
chewing.

The most interesting single event at the 
Bean Feed was a satellite station set up, demon- 
strated, and working other stations. It was pro- 
vided and demonstrated by AC9E from Ala- 
mogordo, The station consisted of 440 and 145 
beams, two HTs for FM work and equipment for * 
ssb and cw, all mounted of a sturdy tripod for 
easy portability and ease of tracking the satel- 
lites. Dan assembled the equipment himself. For 
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satellite communications, he uses a Yaesu FT-8900R mobile rig in full duplex 
mode powered by a 17 ah battery. He also uses two Yaesu handhelds in full du- 
plex mode for FM work. The satellite antenna and tripod was a DIY project. The 
antenna is mounted in such a way that the elevation and direction are easily 
changed to keep the low flying satellites in the beam pattern.

NM QSO Party 


This Operations Event usually takes place in the middle of April. It is a contest involving all New 
Mexico Amateur Radio Operators and interested Amateurs from the rest of the United States of America, 
Canadian Provinces and the International communities. _ It is primarily designed to get amateur radio 
stations activated in all 33 counties of New Mexico and provide intercommunications within and from the 
state of New Mexico to the rest of the world. It usually lasts about 12 hours on a Saturday and involves 
members of the Mesilla Valley Radio Club in communication on various amateur radio bands and fre- 
quencies. This operation is bound by the rules of the New Mexico QSO Party. 


Field Day 


This is the American Radio Relay League’s premiere Emergency Communications exercise that 
encourages Amateur Radio Operators to engage in portable operations without using established electri- 
cal power and permanently installed antenna systems. It is an exercise to operate 24 hours in the field 
simulating emergency conditions and operations. It is usually held on the last weekend in June and the 
period of operations is 24 hours. It tests the skills of the Amateur Radio operator to be able to setup an- 
tennas and full Amateur Radio stations in a field environment and then operate it sending a specific mes- 
sage to each and every station contacted. When it is over a score sheet is submitted detailing the oper- 
ation and scores are assigned for completion of each event participated in by the group
